EXPLODING A MYSTERY. 


Prof. Cameron Not Murdered 
at Gloucester Pool. 


The Dead Man a Swede or Dane 
Named Tarras. 


Cameron, Alias Van Dyke, Still Hidden 
From Sight. 


The story of the mysterious disappearance 
of Prof. J. C. Cameron, and the attempt to 
connectit with the finding ot the bodyof a 
murdered man at Gloucester Point, N.J., is 
already known. 

Cameron was & dermato) oyist,who had quar- 
ters sometime ago at Hur-t’s Hotel, and later 
atthe Southern. About the 20th of September 
he disappeared and has ot been heard from 
since. He went awxy owing money to 
A couple ot newspapers and 
to several other people. His 


wife and three children had preceeded 
him to Atlantic City; N. J., and it was thought 
that he had gone after them, but his wife has 
written to Mr. Quinn, a clerk a the 
Southern, andto Mr. Hurst, asking for the 
Profe:so1’s whereabouts, directing that his 
inaAil be sent to the dead letter office. 

Quinn and Hurst have received several of 
these letters. It appears that Prof. Cameron's 
other name was J. Van Dyke, and the story 
connecting him with the murdered man grew 
vut of the fact that a veiled woman, answering 
to the description of his wife, had called upon 
the authorities at Gloucester Point, and had 
looked upon the body. 

The Philadelphia Times, of October 3lst, 
tells the following story about the identity of 
the bodv at Gloucester Point: 

Itisjusta week since the first publication 
was made of the discovery of the corpse of the 
Swede, Tarras, at Gloucester Point. The first 
step towards a solution of this mysterious 
case is dGueto the judgment of Dr. RandailW. 
Morgan, County Physician of Camden. His 
examination established that a shocking mur- 
der had been committed. Since then no effort 
worthy of the name has been 
nade by any Official towards finding the 
ciiminal or ascertaining who the 
victim was. Eventhe autopsy did not extend 
far enough to show whetherthe man had re- 
cently been indulgingin liquor. The stomach 
and other abdominal organs have not been ex 
amined, while the evidence ot the bartender, 
McAnally, tends to support a theory thatthe 
deceased was either seriously naweill or was 
suffering from the effects of poison just before 
his death. 

While the authorities were idle reporters of 
the Times succeeded in obtaining many im- 
portant facts in the case, as well asin clearing 
away al! the embarrassing rubbish of false 
clues.

Toere is alinost conclusive evidence to show 
that he was H. Tarras, aSwede, and member 
of a fainily resident in Stockholm, but himseif 
connected with Malmo, a small town in the 
south of Scandinavia. The name given was 
stenciled on bis shirt, a pretty old one, and 
also on his handkerchief, which is per- 
fectly new. His clothes bear the name of 
‘*Peterson & Ritter, Malmo,’’ and a Swedish 
commercial! directory has under the head or 
Malmo the name of this firm, with their busi- 
ness as clothiers. Other evidences of the 
mun’s nationality will be found turther on. 
There is, nowever, in the wanuer of wearing 
his motistache, in the cut ofthe clothes, the 
muke ofthe shirt, and finallyin his watch to 
show that he had been in this country on pre- 
vious occasions. His hat was also bought 
here. With so much ascertained the case 
rests. 

The further confirmation of the point already 
made that the man was aSwede will be foundin 
the tollowing interview with Charies Schmidt, 
a hostier atthe Buena Vista House, Gloucester: 
‘*Late in the forenoon on Tuesday week,’’ said 
Mr. Schmidt, ‘‘a man entered the bar-room 
who resembled very strongly the descriptions 
which I have read and which have been given 
io me of the body now at Cumden. He ad- 
dressed the bar-tender, Mr. Jackson, 
im the dialect which ! at once  recog- 
nized as halt English avd halt 
swedish. I can speak the swedish language. 
The man asked Jackson for a glass of ginger- 
ale, and though herepeated the request sever- 
vl times, making signs as well, he could not 
make himself understood until lcametorward. 
He turned, and aftera litile time addressed 
me in the Swedish tongue, asking meif | 
spoke the language. I replied, not fluently, 
but enough to carry Out a conversation. 

‘* «Vell me, do youcomefrom Sweden?’ he 
asked. 

‘+ *No,’ saidI;‘lama Dane, but I learned 
Swedish from my mother.’ 

‘¢ ‘Well, I am aSwede,’ were his parting 
words, as he sauntered leisurely out of the bar- 
room.’’

Opening of the Coal Cases Against 
the Railroads, , 


Dr. Lumaghi’s Testimony at Belleville, 
To-day. 


The coal question, which has been already 
very thoroughly exploited in the Posr-Drs.- 
PATCH, came up to-day before the Illinvis 
Board of Railroad Commissioners,‘ sitting in 
the Court-house at Belleville. It is hardly ne- 
cessary to review the topic, but it will be re- 
membered that coal operators  out- 
side of the Coal Exchange of § S&t, 
St. Louis charge tnat bedy and the pooled 
railroad lines with being concernedin a con- 
spivracy to throttle the coal supply of this city 
and by preyenting a free and unchecked influx 
of the mineral to force up the price ot the sta- 
ple. This manipulation of the market has af- 
fected a rise in price ef two cents and more on 
allcoal. Tle outside operators, who are not 
in the pool, complain bitterly thatthe railroads 
have entered into the conspiracy and share in 
its profits, their function being to impede 
the non-pooled dealers@and force ithem 


vexatiously out of the market. Compiainta |_ 
this effect have been lodged against the differ. 
ent pooled lines, and it was these scharges 
which the commission took up this morning.

Commissioners’ room in the Court-

Judge Robinson said the desire of the com- 
mission Was to get at the fucts with as littie 
technicality as possible. Hammill, the attor- 
ney of the L. & N., claimed thatthe aftidavits 
were @ surprise to him, and asked for time to 
go over them, or else that the complainant 
should produce his witnesses and let them be 
subjected to cross-examination. 

Judge Robinson asked if the other roads 
were ready, but complainants against the 
Wabash andthe Cairo Short Line were not 
present, understanding that these cases would 
be called to-morrow. It Was announced that 
Dr. Lumaghi was ready to proceed against the 
Wabash, and that case was accordingly called. 
It was settled that the complainants should 
giveintheir testimony orally, and that the 
defense should send its reply by mail to the 
Commissioners at Springfield. G. W. Parker, 
the superintendent ot the Cairo Short Line, 
«emphatically objected to this. A most out- 
rugeous attuck, he said, had been made upon 
the railhoads by the PoST-DISPATCH and now 
the commissioners were going to give an 
cther Opportunity for the complainants to get 
their work in before the people while the 
defense would have to drop their reply 
silently inte the mail, wherecnobody would see 
it but the commissioners.

FAMOUS VIRGINIA DUELS. 


The Time When a Man Was Considered 
a Coward if He Would Not Fight. 
Richmond (Va.) Cor. Philadelphia Times. 

The recent bloodless encounters on ‘the 
tield of honor’’ in Virginia recall other and 
more fatal mectings in former days, when an 
insult could only be wiped out by the blood 
of the insuiter, and when a maw’s “‘rank,”’ if 
entitling him to notice at all, demanded ina 
way that admitted of no refusal what is 
known to the believers in ‘*the code’ as ‘‘sat- 
istaction.” <A declination of a challenge then 
was followed bv whatis Known as a ‘‘post- 
ing,” and Bladensburg, beyond the border, 
has been inade famous as the 
dueliing-vround of the politicians of an ear- 
her day and generation. Pilessants and 
Ritchie and John M. Daniel and Roger Pryor, 
later on all editors and all politicians, were 
also a decade or so back al! duelists. In those 
days the Richmond press was the moulder 
and fashiover of political sentiment, and the 
wordy warfare of its Whig and Democratic 
editors culminated not infrequentiv in a 
tierce summons to the “field of honor.” The 
stories Which are told of the ante-bellum du- 
els put to the most vivid biush the mild and 
milksoppy performance of the nowadays Vir- 
vinia politicians. The **code’’ stood in high 
repute then and the man who would not fight 
was regarded as unfit for the society of ladies 
and gentlemen. 

A FAMOUS DUEL. 

One of the niost famous of the ante-bellum 
duels was the fatal one between Ritchie, of 
the Richmond Enquirer, and John Hampden 
Piéasants, ofthe Richmond Whig. Ritchie 
was a Democrat and ran a red-hot Democra- 
tic paper. Hampden Pleasants was an un- 
comp) omising Whig. A personal attack in 
the columns of the one paper, responded to 
bv a no less personal answer ian the other, re- 
sultedina challenge and a meeting. The 
scene was Belie Isle, the little islet in the 
James River at Richmond. Here, in sight of 
the city’s busv streets, the two editors met 
and fought. They had each gone to tne fray 
armed with dueling pistols and swords. The 
conditions of the fight as agreed upon bv their 
seconds were that after the first fire with the 
pistols, if neither should be hurt, they 
should have recourse to their swords. Tne 
swords remained in their scavbards,for at the 
tirst shot Pleasants fell dead in his tracks. A 
no less notable duel was one which occurred 
many years before the Ritchie-Pieasants af- 
fair between Mason and McCarty. Mason was 
« member of that historic Virginia family of 
that name§ to which belonged James Mason, 
the Senator, and John Y. Mason, the Minister 
of the Confederate Government to Frince, 
who was captured by the Union Government 
from an English ship during the rebellion, in 
company with Mr. Slidell. Masson and Mic- 
Carty were brothers-in-law. he feud be- 
tween them was a political one. They fought 
onthe dividing line of Loudon and Prince 
William counties: The weapons used were 
old-fashioned muskets, loaded with slugs. 
Mason’s ball knocked the hammer off of Me- 
Carty’s gun. MceCarty’s ball went crashing 
through Mason’s brain. 

THE WISES AS DUELISTS. 

The Wises of Virginia have always been 
ereat duelists. Henry A. Wise, the dis- 
tinguished war Governor, fought a duel just 
before the breaking out of the rebellion with 
Philp St. George Cocke. Their difference 
grew out of a canvass for a seat in Congress, 
to wbich they both aspired. Itis said that 
when they reached the “field of honor” 
Cocke undertook to jockey Wise’s courage 
by sasing: “*I call heaven to witness that I 
am guiltless of this man’s blood!”? Wise 
replied: “You had _ better attend to 
your own blood, d n you,” and put his 
bullet into Cocke’s thigh. Gov. Wise’s son, O. 
Jennings Wise, afterwards killed in the re- 
bellion, fougbt a duel about 1860 with Sher- 
rard Clemens, who at one time represented 
the Wheeling district in Congress. When the 
difficulty between Ciemens and Jennings 
Wise first arose, Clemens announced his pur- 
pose of not fighting. He was engaged at the 
lime to a young lady, whom he afterwards 
married. She heard of his intention to refuse 
a combat with Wise, and sent him word that 
unless be fought he should never marry her, 
Ny did fight, and Wise’s shot iamed him for 

ife. ; 
A CHANGE IN PUBLIC SENTIMENT. 


Since the war the resort to the *‘cole’’ has 
not beensopopular or so fashionable as it 
once was. People’s ideas on the subject 
have of late years undergone a great change, 
and to refuse an invitation to fight, as was 
done some months ago by Mr. Button, a dis- 
tinguished Lynchburg editor, is apt to be 
more commended and applauded bv the Vir- 
ginia people than an acceptance and a meet- 
ing. DPolitics are the breeders and begetters 
of duels. Now andthen there has been an 
encounter on the field forthe sake of a wo- 
man’s smile, but these have been few and far 


between. Since the question of the pay- 
ment of the State debt of Vir- 
xinia has arisen to agitate the minds 


of Virginia statesman challenges have floated 
around like falling leaves.nautumn. The 
laws Of the State impose a disqualification to 
vote or hold oftice upon all who are eon- 
cerned, directly or indirectly, with fizhting a 
(tunel. But this does not seem to diminish 
the readiness of the average politician to 
rush headlong into the fray. In these recent 
encounters, most of which have been as 
harmless as ridiculous, some of the most 
prominent men of the State have been con- 
cerned. Since the birth of the Readjuster 
partyin Is;;jthere have been some tenor 
twelve so-called duels in Virginia, resulting 
from politics, but they have nearly all lacked 
the flavor of ‘*business’? which charae- 
terized tbe meetings of the ante-belium poli- 
ticlans, 
A DANGEROUS WOUND, 


Before the growth of readjustment, when 
V liam KE. Cameron, the present Readjuster 
candidate for Governor, was editor of the 
Petersburg Index-Appeal, and thought a na- 
tive Virginia Republican the lowest of God’s 
creation, an article in his paper brought him 
in collision with one of the most distinguish d 
Kepublicans inthe State, Robert W. Hughe:, 
Who has since been promoted to the post of 
Judge of the United States District Court 
for the Eastern District. In the duel which 


ensued Cemeron was dangerously 
wounced, and carries his adversary’s 
bullet in bis body to this day. His 


political disabilities have since been removed 
by the Legislature, and nowhere among his 
present Republican supporters for the Govy- 
ernorsbip has he a warmer backer than in 
Jucgze Robert W. Hughes. Mahone has been 
of late years a participator, in the prelimin- 
aurick, at least, of a duel. Gen. Bradley T. 
Johnson, now of Baltimore, but for a leng 
time the head and front of the Virginia Dem- 
oclacy, once nade arrangements to meet Gen. 
Mahone and exchange shots. This was about 
the time when Mahone was understood to be 
endeavoring to buy the Leyislature 
of Virginian to favor the schemes of the 
railroad of which he was then president and 
which he sfierwards bankrupted. Bradley 
Jobuson Was 4 State Senator from Richmond.

Style in Riding Habits.

Riding habits are now made as often by 
drcss-makers as by tailors,;and the following 
description will enable any lady to make her 
own habit. The cutis very peculiar: Oa the 
left side, in front, is a gore taken across to 
leave room for the knee. This gore is not 
straight across, but forms a curve, making a 
kind of pocket for the knee to fit in. The 
side breadth of the skirt is like an ordinary 
skirt, but the back one is peculiar in several 
respects. First, there isa small gore on the 
upper part, Which terminates and commences 
again on the middie of the skirt. These 
gores have the same object as the one over 
the knee. This is to form a kind of pocket, 
to allow for tbe skirt to sit properly 
The skirt 


without adding to its fullness. 
is perfectly tight around tbe waist, 


and mounted on a piece of silk galloon. 
Qm the right side, between the front and 


back breadth, it opens, and is fastened by 


buttons and button-holes. On the inside of 
this open part isthe pocket. In frontis a 
bund of elastic for*he toot to pass through 
like a stirrup, to keep the skirt down. ‘ne 
trousers are half leatherand half cloth. Taey 
are closed aud buttoned at either side over 
the hips. ‘The upper part is of buckskin, 
and the Jegs are of cloth in the color of the 
dress. The waist has two goresin front and 
a small side piece. Tne side piece in the back 
is very narrow. The back has no seam down 
the center, and forms a small flat basque, with 
the side pieces falling over it, and fastened 
on-the inside of the plait. The side pieces of 
the back and the back are thus joined by be- 
ing placed one over the other. The but- 
tons must be very small and round. ‘The 
tight-fitting sleeves button over on the wrist. 
Ihe waist is wadded, and onthelower Dart of 
the back are three tongues of goods with but- 
ton-holes, fastened to buttons placed a lit- 
tle below the beit of the skirt. The same 
arrangcinentis On ihe seam under the arm, 
By this means the waist remains In place 
whatever movement there may bein riding. 
Many ladies use fancy styles fortheir riding 
bubits. but these fasbions do not last, andthe 
plain English dress is always elegant. Skirts 
have no more long trains as they formerly tiad. 
For a moderately tall tigure the long side of 
the skirtis about one yard and a half in 
length, while the short side is rather more 
thanayard. Gentlemen’s high silk hats are 
in more general usethan any other shape. 
Gauze and lace veilsare worn. The latter 
are twisted around the hat. Gauze veiis are 
firstarranged in draperies arovnd the crowas 
of hats, andthen are fastened in the back 
under a large gauze rosette. A long piece of 
velling is taken around the neck and over the 
face. Plain linen lingerie is used with habits. 
The gloves are of buckskin or kid,with coarse 
stitching. Whena high collar is worn a 
small black silk or white batiste gentleman’s 
cravat is used withit. Ifthe waistis cut in 
shaw! shape then a long scarf serves for the 
purpose, with a pin in the center. 


A Mystery Cleared Up.

After many weeks of doubt and.protitless 
speculation the mystery respecting the iden- 
tity of the woman whose mutilated corpse 
was found in a dismal swamp near Freeport, 
Long Island, has at last been cleared away. 
Hler identity has been established beyond 
even a reasonable doubt, as has also the fact 
that she had been deceived and met death 
through the treatment of a malpractiti ner 
of this city, to whom she had goue for aid in 
her distress. It is further prubable tnat the 
efforts of the police will result in bringing 
all concernedin the affair to justice, and that 
at least one of the principals, who has hither- 
to escaped punisbment, although his 
arrests have been many, will receive his just 
deserts under the law. The dead girl was an 
American by birth, named Ellie Ciark. She 
had been for years adomesticin a wealthy 
family named Brooks, living in Stamford. 
There was also in the family a coachman, 
whose name is withheld by the police, but 
known by them and nowa fugitive. He in- 
gratiated himself into the girl’s favor and 
ultimately accomplished her ruin. The un- 
fortunate girl endeavored to conceal the act 
of folly, and sought a quack doctor in New 
York whose advertisement she clipped from 
a New York paper. Itis believed that he 
killed her by quack treatment, then cut up 
the remains, packed them in the manner 
found and caused them to be removed from 
the city, in the hope that the crime would 
never be bought to light. This man is now 
under constant surveiilance. 


Threatened Famine in Asia Minor.

Asia Minor is threatened with a repetition 
of the terrible famine of 1873-4. Locusts, 
drought, depopulation, misgovernment, have 
Wrought their effects. This year’s crops 
have almost universally failed. The district 
of Angora again appears to have suffered the 
mest severely, and tbe unfortunate inhabit- 
ants are already beginning to emigrate en 
masse in search Of food, lest winter snows 
and swollen streams should cut off their 
communications with the outer world, and 
they should again tind themselves pent up in 
their mountain homes, without a chance of 
escape, and reduced to the same fearful 
plight Which seven vears ago caused fathers 
and mothers to selj their children for a hand- 
fulof corn. The Government is, of course, 
too much engrossed with Egyptian intrigues 
to take any useful measures against the im- 
pending calamity. All that has been done 
hitherto is to suspend the exportof grain 
from the famine districts. As the popula- 
tion is too poor to buy,the merchants are 
obliged to sell at mock prices to the author- 
ities, Who lock up the grain in the Govern- 
ment storehouses until they find some oppor- 
tunity of driving a good bargain. It is an 
il! wind which blows nobody luck, and a 
famine is not without its redeeming point in 
the eyes of Turkish functionaries.

At a store in Nassau street, it was said that 
actresses’ pictures sold the readiest of any 
class. They were bought mostly by young 
men, a number of whom made collectious 
embracing every actor and actress coming to 
New York. An old gentlemanin Elizabeth 
coliects pictures of military men. If an ac- 
tress was pretty she would sell well, even if 
not of much merit in her profession. Of 
standard artists, Mary Anderson, Adelaide 
Neilson, Fanny Davenport and Maud 
Granger were favorites. Many of Howell’s 
fine pictures of Maud Branscombe were sold. 
Booth, McCullough and Barrett, among ac- 
tors, sold well. The demand for pictures of 
cle) gymen and literary persons was limited. 
President darfield’s was the best selling por- 
traitever brought out. Two very popular 
companion pictures are made of the faces of 
some fifty babies groupedonacard. On one 
card they are ali smiling, and on the other 
scowling. A group of colored babies, some 
sitting in wash-bow!]s, is very amusing. 

A photographer uptown told the reporter 
how he obtained his photographs of Presi- 
dent Gaifield. “It was on August 6, 1880, 
that they were taken. I sent my man the 
night before to the President’s room in the 
botel by aback stairway, withthe message 
that 1 must have a picture the next day. Col. 
Swim consulted with Senator Blaine and Mr. 
Garfield, and the latter at last promised at sit 
at 8 o’clock the nextmorning. I came down 
bright and early, and soon Gen. Garfield 
came, a magnificent man, and said in his 
cheery voice that he was ready and at my ser- 
vice. Isaw thata three-quarter view of his 
face from the ieft side did the best justice to 
his high forebead and full temples, and also 
caught the fine expression of his eyes. 1 had 
three negatives taken in a few minutes. As it 
happencd, Gen. Gartield saw a large portrait 
of Gen. Hancock in my gallery, and soon 
afterward sent for one. A person who had 
visited Mentor told me afierward that Haun- 
cock’s and Garfield’s pictures were side by 
side on the mantel. Gen. Haneock, also, not 
longago ordered a large portrait of Gen. 
Galfield. LTeannot begin to supply the de- 
mand for the late President’s portraits.” 

The same photographer took the reoorter 
‘behind thescenes” in bis place, where a 
number of persons were busy preparing 
the Garfield portraits and several hundred 
copies were lying immersed in different so- 
lutions before being put onthe cards, This 
photographer bas furnished 50,400 pictures 
to P. V. Barnum of **f'om Thumb.” An in- 
texestipg album containing the autographs 
of prominent patrons is kept by bim. Among 
the autographs are those of Bryant, Bayard 
Tavlor, Horace Greeley, Ole Bull. Wilhelm), 
Gen. Grant. President Arthur, Dr. Adams, 
President Gartield, Secretary Diaine, Gen. 
Sberman, Gen. Hancock, George William 
Curtis and numerous others of literary or 
political poominence. The oidest sitter was 
Samuel Downing, in 1865, then 104 years old. 
Chang the giant’s Chinese autograph ape- 
pears, ani Robert Ingersoil and the Siimese 
twins have signatures on the same page.

cently published volumes, though both were 
wiitten many years ago, be will leave behind 
a vast quantity of prose and verse which 
wust possess more than ephemeral interest.

; The Pacific Railway Snow-Sheds. 
From the Nashville American. 

These wonderful wooden tunnels cover 
forty miles of the Central Pacitic Railway. 
They were first suggested byits practical 
vice-president, Charies Crocker, but his 
companions hesitated through fear oftheir 
impracticability and expense. They are of 
two kinds, one with very steep roofs and the 
otner with flat roofs. They cost per mile from 
£8,000 to $12,000, and in some places, where 
heavv masonary was needed, the cost reached 
430,000 a mile. They ure firmly constructed 
to support the great weight of snow and re- 
sist the rush of avalanches. Fire precau- 
tions are very thorough. Corrugated plates 
of iron separate the buildings into gections, 
and in the great ten-mile shed there are auto- 
matic efectric fire alarms. Atthe summit is 
an engine nnd tank always ready to flood the 
ignited spot in anipstant. These sheds snout 
in the view of the great Sierras, but without 
them winter travel would be impossible. 
Sometimes tive feet of snow falls upon them 
in a day, and often thirtv feet lie onthe 
ground at one time, and in many places snow 
accumulates tothe depth of tlifty feet above 
these great wooden arches.

ACROSS SAHARA BY STEAM. 


The Plans of the French for Running a 
Railroad Through the African Desert. 


Yom the New York Sun. 

The project of arailroad across the Desert 
of Sabura has for some years been altractiag 
the attenticn of Frenchiaen of science and 
engineers. The pian is to buiidaroad from 
the French possessions in Africa through the 
desert to the headwaters of the Niger, and to 
form a junction with a railroad running east 
from the French colony of Seneyal. 

‘‘In America.’? the French argued, ‘‘the 
railroad precedes the settler: thejtrain be- 
gips by runnivg through deserts. Then the 
emigrant comes alovg,the plains are ti led, 
farms are laid out, cities sre built. Why 
should not France do what America has 
aone? She has, indeed, no great west, but 
she has a zyreat south, where it is possi!le to 
construct a railroad thousands of miles long. 
Beyond the Sabaralies the Soudan, an ladia 
in an ocean of sand, with fifty millions of in- 
habitants, Who are eager to receive European 
productions, and to texport their gums, taeir 
cotton, and their coffee.” 

These arguments led to the appointment of 
a commission to investigate the project of 
such arailroad. Variou- plans were subimit- 
ted to this commission. Mr. Duponcheli di<- 
played the merits of his proposed tine from 
Senegal; Mr. de Rochas advocated a line 
south from Constantine; athird party was 
the champion of a direct line from Tunis or 
Tripoli to Lake Tchad. Tbe Commission, al- 
though consisting of the abiest men Mr. 
kreyeinet could find, could not agree as to 
the route to beselected. It was therefore 
determined that the various projected lines 
should be again studied by separate parties 
of explorers. Mr. Choisv, the Eagineer-in- 
Chief of Algiers. hud the charge of survey- 
ing, Studving and comparing the two lines 
between Lagbuat and Gvuiea, and between 
Biskra und Wargla. The Choisy expedition 
started from Laghuat on January 17, 18s), 
taking the direction of Golea. At the wells 
of Zabbacha they were informed that a plun- 
dering band from Morace» had crossed the 
frontier, and Choisy was advised to fall back 
on Lagbuat. This advice he rejected. He 
pushed forward, and reached Guoiex on Feb- 
ruarv1l;. While tbe buik of the party was 
reposing from its toils at Golea, an exopedi- 
tiun was detuched toward the sota toex- 
amine the sand downs, which sre called 
areys, and Which, it was thought, formed the 
greatest obstucie to the building of a ratiroad. 
In a journey toInsalah, Soleillet bad ascer- 
tained that at certain points these towns ure 
only three and tbree-quarters miles wide. 
Mr. Choisv succeeded in finding a spot where 
their breadth is reduced to less than a mile. 
Atunnel of sheet iron, resembling those 
used on our Pacific Railroad to shelter the 
track from snow, would suflive to arrest the 
drifting sands, and thus remove the only 
barrier that was thought to be impassable. 

The expedition returned by way of Wargla. 
This stage of the journey was the worst tnat 
tbe travelers encountered. The natives bad 
tilled up the wells, thus rendering the travel- 
ing almost impossible. The route between 
Wargla and Biskra was accomplished with- 
out trouble through a country that even now 
could furnish traftic for a railroad. 

The resultof Mr. Choisy’s expedition was 
to incline the balance in favor of a line from 
Biskra through Wargla. Col. Fiatters was 
sent to make a vew exploration of this route. 
For three vears he had beenin commend of 
the District of Laghunt, and he was familiar 
with all the features of the desert of Sahara. 
Love of adventure and geographical explora- 
tion ha: Jed him first of all to enter the army 
and then ask to be sent tothearmy of 


Algiers. When he heard of Stanlev’s 
suiccess in crossing the Dark Conti- 


tinent. be said: ‘“*That’s nothing. I will 
cross Africa with a rauroad.”’ Col. Flatters 
bad as his assistants Mr. Beringer, an ac- 
ccimplisbed mining engineer; Mr. Roche,.Dr. 
Guiard, Messrs. Masson and Le Uhatellier, 
two military engineers and a body of soldiers. 
The party, incivding the escort and camel 
drivers, consists of 105 well-armed men. It 
set off from Warela, March 5, I88v. Its ob- 
ject was to cross, from north to south, the 
country of the Touaregs, and after visiting 
Sebkha Amadrhar, to push on to the district 
of Air or Asben, and thence to descend into 
the Soudan from some point to be determined 
by circumstances. This expedition, however, 
failed. After following the itinerary traced as 
far as Siab attheextremity of the aregs or sand 
downs, it abanaoned its southward course 
and took a southeast direction to Temassin 
through the valley of the Inghargharen. 
Col. Flatters ascribed this unforeseen 
deviation to the illewill of the Cha- 
amba guides, and their ignorance of the 
course of the Upper Ingharghar.

Inthe Eirst District Police Court, 
St. Louis Railroad Company, People’s Line, 
Tower Grove and Lafayette, Union Railway 
and Citizens’ Railroad Line answered charges of 
violating city ordinances by failing to report 
to the City Register. The section under which 


noms prosecutions are instituted is as fol- 
Ows: 

‘*It shall be the duty of each and all of/the 
street railroad companies in the city of st. 
Louis under oath to report to the City Register, 
between the Ist and 15th days of the months of 
July, October, January and April of each year, 
by their president, secretary or superintend- 
ent, the number of trips made and passengers 
calried over the road of which the person 
reporting is an officer during the preceding 
three months ending on the last days 
of the months of June, September, 
December and March; and any failure to 
make the report required Dy this section shali 
subject the street car company so offending to 
a fine of not less than $500. It shall be the duty 
of the City Register, if any of the reports show 
thatany of said companies have carried an 
average of over eighteen persons per trip to 
each car since their last previous return, to 
report such company to any of the Police Jus- 
tices, and such company shall be subjecttoa 
tine of not less than $500 for the first, and a fine 
of notlessthan $500 foreach subsequent of- 
fense,.’’ 

The attorney for the street-car companies 
said he would show thatthe cars could easily 
seat 22 instead of Is passengers, and held that 
the ordinance was not good.

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TREMAINE TALKS. 


He Tells Why He is Grateful to 
Martin O'Neil, 


And he Gives his Opinion of Ex-Mayor 
Bowman. 


A Post DIsraTcH reporter calied npon Ed. 
‘Tremaine in the Belleville gaol this morning, 
and after a short parley with the chatelaine— 
the gaolis incharge of a Mrs. Dawson—was 
admitted to the wicket of Tremaine’s cell. For 
some time past the prisoner has been very sick 
with consumption, and looking at his emaci- 
ated form prone upon the cell 
ioor one is’ foreed to’ the conviction 
that his nextterminthe Penitentiary will be 
hislast. He isconstantly spittingup blood, 
and although that trick is one know, to nearly 
all convicts, his hacking grave yard cough can 
not be somuch malingering. The light was 
very bad,and even a candle which the reporter 
carried into the gloom of the gaol shed but lit- 
tie light into the cell. In response to there- 
porter’s greeting Tremaine coughed in a hol- 
Jow manner and said he could not get up. 

‘*Would you be surprised, Ed,*’ queried the 
reporter ‘‘to hear that your wife had 
sweor out athird aflidavit taking everything 
Nack?’’ 

‘*Nothing would surprise me that she might 
do. You know whatl think of her. She haa 
not been here for two weeks—I only hear from 
herthrough the papers. Why dvuoes she not 
come to see me?"’— : 

‘*Have you nothing to change in your print- 
ed account of tle tiagedy?’’ 

‘‘Nothing. fam avery sick man and I do 
not think I willliveforany tims. I have de- 
clined to perjure myself once vefore and am 
not going to tie about it now.’’ 

“Tell me about your refusal to commit per- 
jury?’? 

‘-Well, sometime ago Mr. Frank Watkins, 
the Chief of Detectivesin St. Louis, came to 
ine and told me thet there was a way by which 
1] could get out ofallmy present trouble. I 
asked him how’ Ilethen told me this story 
about O'Neil, which I had heard forthe first 
time, through Mr. Furlong, another detective, 
who was always standingin with Harrv Mey- 
ers. Watkins asked me then to make affidavit 
to my connection with the murder. [declined , 
altogether, and he then went onto say that I 
could not get into any trouble at all as I 
had been once tried for killing Vail. I told 
him again that I was not afraid of that, but I 
aid not want to commit perjury. Ile again said 
that if 1 made the afidavit he would get me 
out of jail at once. I refused again, and he 
went away very mad.’’

A reporter saw Mr. Bow- 
snanthis morning and asked him what he 
thought ot the case, premising that he wished | 
hisname kept entirely outof the report.

THE MAXWELL BOYS. 


St. Louis Detectives Think They 
Have Got Them. 


The Arrest of Jack and Ed. Riley in 
This City. 


Two Brothers who Greatly Resem- 
ble the Maxwells. 


Their Conflicting Stories—The State- 
ments of Others. 


Jack and Ed. Rilev are in the ‘‘hoid-over’’ 
attbe Four Courts, having ben arrested on 
Seventh and Elm streets about 9 o’clock Sat- 
urday night by Chief of Detectives Watkins and 
two of his men, Messrs. Tuckerand Browning. 
They were arrested on suspicion. The detec- 
tives had an idea that the men were 
bad characters and that they might be 
wante. somewhere for some 
Acting on this supposition, they carried 
them tothe Four Courts. Jack and Ed, a3 
thev call themselves, had been drinkiny freely 
auring the dav. and were pretty full when the 
detectives tapped themon the shoulders and 
asked them to ‘‘come along.’’ Since their ar- 
rest the fact has developed that the Rileys took 
very much like gthe Maxwelis, alias the Wil- 
lialws brothers, andthatthey have had more 
to do with the recent robbery of Park & Sons’ 
bank at Fieldon than they care 
tosuy an\thing avout. In tact, two or three 
parties have already identified the brothers us 
the Maxwe!'s, but this will be shown later on. 
The facts about the Fieldoo ‘bank robbery ure 
these: 

Two men entered Dr. Wesiey Park & Son’s 
bank, st Fieldon, at 2 p. m., October 1), 
presented revolvers st the head of D-. 
Purk and compelled him to unlock his sate 
and give them $3,500 in cash, whena they 
went out into the street, mounted their horses 
and staited off. Park followed them to the 
door and fired upon them, killing one of their 
horses. The rider got on the horse with hisp al 
and they rode off together. The names of the 
robbers were Charles Clay and John Buarrnas. 
They had been about Fie'don for some time. 
The tworobbers roce off with their booty, 
$1,400 in gold, $:,000 in silver and $1,600 in 
greeibacks, in the presence ot twenty-five 
citizens ot Fieidon. Sherilt Massey 
sta: ted out in pursuit, but did =o not 
succeed in catching the robbers. They sur: 
rounded the house where the robvers were on 
the night of the robbery, bat because the 
woman denied them admission Sheriff Massey 
would not break nown the doors and encer. 
The robbers fled north. Atl] at night thev 
stopped at Joseph Scroggin’s, fonr miles north 
of Fieldon, and compelled himto pilot them 
tothe Round Tree ford. 

It was afterwards learned that Clav and 
Burrus were the Maxwell brothers. Clay had 
been marriedin the National Hotel at Jersey 
ville, Iil., }ast month by Judge Cockrell, who 
was of opinion that the brothers bore 
a striking resemblance to the Maxwells.

They at first supposed their arrest was 
due tothe their being dsunk ana cutting up, as 
thatis the oniy offensethey have committed- 
againsttheiaw. They take their coafinemant 
very easiiy, but Say itis bardiyv fair to keep 
them locked up when it is possib'e to telegraph 
to cértain potnts or to bring peupietrom Belle- 
Ville who can identify them.

Should the Gas Company or the City be 
Saddied With Payment? 


The Court of Appeals to-day is engaged with 
the hearing of the city’s appealin respect of 
Soc Newman’s salary for services as receiver 
of the St. Louis Gas Company’s property. Mr. 


‘Newman,it will be remembered, was appointed 


by Judge Gottschalk the receiver of the prop- 
erty when his famcus decree issued in 1876. 
The receiver drew money on account from time 
to time, and bis services extended Over a pe- 
riod ot three years and eigbt months, for 
which he received the sum of $45,045 80. When 
the property was turned over tothe company, 
under the Supreme Court mandate, the ques- 
tion nrose: ‘*‘Who should pay-the receiver?’’ 
Duiing bis management he had madea clear 
profit of $1,200,000 and asthe company bene- 
itted ultimately the City Counselor took the 
xiound that the receiver's services should be 
paid by the company to whose benefit the prop- 
erty imured and should not be taxed as 
costs ugainst the city. The coure 
below, however, held thatthe sum should be 
taxed as costs against the city, and that isthe 
point to be determined by the appellate court.
